“ loss of respect for tribunals'* 
is 
the reaction of the northern Indiana 
Conference of the Methodist Episco­ 
pal church 
to the 
60-day 
prison 
term imposed hy the Indiana 
su ­ 
preme court upon Dr. Edgar S. Shu­ 
maker, superintendent of the Indi­ 
ana Anti-Saloon league, 
for criti­ 
cizing the court’s decisions, a reso­ 
lution adopted hy the conference a s ­ 
serted. 
'Sixtv preachers among the 
1,500 
persons who gave their approval of 
Dr. Shum aker’s stand in a vote of 
confidence offered each to serve one 
day of the term and fifty dollars was 
raised toward his $500 fine. 
The resolutions call attention 
to 
the sentence being determined “ by 
a vote of three judges against two, 
one of whom is holding his office un­ 
der challenge of not receiving a ma- 
joritv vote,’* and deplore“ this sit­ 
uation as conducive to a loss 
of 
respect for tribunals and 
the high 
«authority given the men in such p o ­ 
sitions of tru s t.” 
“ We 
believe,” 
the 
resolutions 
continue, “ that free speech and an 
enlightened moral public opinion arc 
the bulwarks of our republic and we 
concur heartily 
in the 
dissenting 
opinion of the minority report of the 
supreme 
court 
th at 
‘constructive 
criticism 
of 
judicial 
decisions, 
whether it he professional or lay, 
is to he desired rather than 
stifled. 
The time when men whether kin 2"s or 
judges, could he incapable of doing 
wrong, is

Wood, who died early Sunday, will 
be taken to W ashington tonight 
to 
he buried beside the graves of his 
comrades in the famous rough rid­ 
ers. 
A guard of honor of six sergeants 
from Fort Banks will watch over tin* 
casket on the train. Also on the train 
will In* Mrs. Wood, the 
General’s 
sons, Leonard, Jr., and Osborne, his 
daughter, Louise, and M ajor Burton 
Read, his aide-de-camp. 
Burial at Arlington will 
he with 
full military honors Tuesday. 
Degth came unexpectedly after an 
operation by Dr. ITarvey 
Cushing, 
noted brain specialist, 
for 
recur­ 
rence of a tumor for which he had 
been treated 17 years ago. 
The General had gone to the hos­ 
pital Thursday. His presence was not 
revealed until Saturday noon, 
and 
then no hint of his trouble was giv­ 
en. He was operated 
upon 
hy Dr. 
Cushing at 9 a. m., Saturday and 
did not 
regain consciousness until 
late afternoon, and then only for an 
hour. 
At 10:30 
p. m., 
a bulletin 
nn- 


MAJOR GENERAL WOOD 
nouneing that General Wood was in 
a critical condition was issued 
at 
the hospital. Three hours later 
he 
was dead. 
The advance of Major. Gen. Wood 
from an inconspicuous medical post 
to a commanding ran k in a com bat­ 
ant branch in the United States a r ­ 
my was unique in the history of the 
American military. 


He was 24 years old when he was 
graduated from the H arvard medical 
school in 1884 and he practised 
in 
Boston for a year before .joining the 
arm y as an assistant contract su r­ 
geon. He served with General Miles 
against the Apaches in Arizona and 
won the congressional medal of hon­ 
or for bravery. 
It was within his first few months 
of active service that Wood, n a tu r­ 
ally a leader and inspiring respect 
of his men, captured the rebel Gero- 
ninio and most of 
his troublesome 
followers. He was then promoted to 
a captaincy, and in the next 
few 
years was stationed at several army 
posts. 
General Wood was the friend and 
frequently the 
confidant 
of three 
presidents—-Cleveland McKinley and 
Roosevelt. In 1893 
Cleveland 
sel­ 
ected Wood as W hite House physi­ 
cian and aide and McKinley 
rea p ­ 
pointed him. 
Meanwhile 
a 
close 
friendship sprung up between Wood 
and Roosevelt, then asistan t 
Secre­ 
tary of the Navy. 
Thus it was that Wood was sel­ 
ected 
to 
command 
the 
fam ous 
“ rough rid e rs” unit in the Spanish- 
Ameriean war. Roosevelt, recruiting 
the unit, contended himself with 
a 
suhordnate rank of Lieutenant Col­ 
onel.

None of 
us know whether in an hour we will 
be still and cold and d ead .” 


Dr. King had ju st 
repeated 
his 
text, “ he ve perfect as your fath er 
in Heaven also is p erfect,” when he 
sank into a chair 
and 
collapsed. 
The services were not finished. 


For five years, lie had been super­ 
intendent of the district. The greater 
p art of his life had been devoted to 
Christian work.

Boston, Aug. 8—(U.R)— Seven years 
after it began in Dedham as the ob­ 
scure murder trial of two 
abseure 
Italians, the Saeco-V anzetti 
case 
shifted again today to the

court at Dedham. 
This time, the eyes of the entire 
civilized world were upon it. 
Counsel for the two 
anarchists, 
condemned 
to die early 
Thursday 
morning, prepared an almost 
des­ 
pairing move to stay the execution. 
The scene for the

their motion for a new trial was in 
the court where Nicola Sacco and 
Bartolomeo Vanzetti were convicted 
of the murder of paym aster and his 
guard: where four appeals for

new trial had been denied and where 
the death sentence had been imposed 
last April. It was set before Judge 
W ebster Thayer, who convicted them 
and denied all their moves 
for

retrial.

The president didn't say that 
be wasn’t a candidate to succeed 
himself. 
If he had. there might 
be a little less confusion. He said: 
“ I do not choose to run for 
president In 1928."

That meant something, but it 
might mean anything, and every­ 
one in Washington whose opinion 
was worth seeking suggested a 
different explanation. 
If one man s guess is as good 
as another’s, then the suggestion 
is presented herewith 
that 
the 
president meant to say in effect. 
"The president will not partici­ 
pate in any dog fight 
If his ken­ 
nel can’t lick the other kennels, 
he is not going to step in and dic­ 
tate the result. 
One reason is 
that he doesn’t care to risk being 
chewed up and the other reason 
is that such a course would be 
regarded as poor sportsmanship.’ 
Statement Carefully Worded» • 
S o -carefully worded a state­ 
ment as the one Mr. Coolidge ac­ 
tually gave and the fact that he 


refused to amplify It in any way 
hre strong indications that the 
president hardly meant that he 
was definitely refusing re-election. 
If he had meant that, there was 
little to restrain him from saying 
just that. 
Move Strengthen’s Coolidge 
It will be much easier for poli­ 
ticians on the fence to express re­ 
gret at the Coolidge "withdrawal" 
and go on their ways rejoicing, 
but the president’s stroke may ac­ 
tually strengthen his position. 
It 
is much harder to shoot at a can­ 
didate who insists that the office 
must seek the man. and if Cool­ 
idge is not nominated, the disap­ 
pointment will be less embarras­ 
sing than the crushing rebuff of 
going after a nomination openly 
and failing to get it.

General Wood was the friend' and

presidents—Cleveland McKinley and 
Roosevelt.

In this connection the speaker 


stressed the importance of having a 
dual partnership, with God and the 
^individual, and by having- faith in 
that power with which the individual 
had aligned himself. 


How to find this factor 
of the 


eternal spirit, Mr. Nadal stated that 
he conld not answer, hnt asserted 
that it came to everyone 
in some 


manner, and that it was necessary 
to have faith in that power in order 
to make a success in solving the 
problem of life. 


These two thinzs alone, he de- 


clared were not the only things ne- 
cessary, although manv people be- 
lieved they conld get along with the 
dual Ipartnership. To- complete 
the 


triangle, it must include as the third 
point, he stated, the other fellow. 


"This other fellow", he stated, 


"means every other person and 
yourself, beside God, and includes 
the universe. We are all a family 
living together, 
dependent 
upon 


each other. Together we suffer. To- 
gether wp prosper." 


In closing he summed the three 


sides of his triangle and linked them 
together as the solution to the solv- 
ing the problem of life—which 
he 


declared is life itself.

Amos Baxter, president of the Chan- 
tauqna presided .and invocation was 
pronounced by the Rev. H. W. Har- 
gett. Mr. Baxter also introduced the 
talent Sunday.

WASHINGTON—The net result 


of President Coolidge's re- 


markable announcement at Rapid 
City has been to throw a whole 
crop of political experts into ut- 
most confusion. 


The president didn't say that 


he wasn't a candidate to succeed 
himself. 
If he had. there might 


be a little less confusion. He said: 


"I do not choose to run for 


president In 1928." 
• 


That meant something, but It 


might mean anything, and every- 
one in Washington whose opinion 
was worth seeking suggested a 
different explanation. 


If one man s guess is as good 


as another's, then the suggestion 
is presented herewith that the 
president meant to say In effect: 


"The president will not partici- 


pate in any dog fight. If hu ken- 
nel can't lick the other kennels, 
he is not going to step in and dic- 
tate the result. 
One reason Is 


that he doesn't care to risk being 
chewed up and the other reason 
If that such a course would be 
regarded as poor sportsmanship." 


Statement Carefully Worded* > 
So •carefully worded a state- 


ment as the one Mr. Coolidge ac- 
tually gare and the .fact that be 


refused to amplify It In any way 
are strong indications that the 
president hardly meant that he 
was definitely refusing re-election. 
If he had meant that, there was 
little to restrain him from saying 
Just that. 


Mere StrcBgtlmr's Coolidge 
It will be much easier for poli- 


ticians on the fence to express re- 
gret at the Coolidge "withdrawal" 
and go on their ways rejoicing, 
but the president's stroke may ac- 
tually strengthen his position. It 
Is much harder to shoot at a can- 
didate who insists that the office 
must seek the man. and U Cool- 
idge is not nominated, the disap- 
pointment will be less embarras- 
sing than the crushing rebuff of 
going after a nomination openly 
and falling to get It. 


It Is unlikely that Coolidge 


acted without advice. 
It may 


even be that he received strong 
hints from the powerful .forces 
behind the Republican party that 
there were stronger candidates 
than be and that If tbe party wen 
to win In 1921 It must be son Its 
standard-bearer could bold the 
great electoral vote of Hew York 
against a candidate like Al Smith. 
There have been rumors that tbe 
forces referred to bad decided M 
much several months ago.
